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MEMORANDA.—DECEMBER, 1919. 


Trade,—The Oversea Imports, excluding gold, into New South Wales, during 

December, 1919, were valucd at £3,155,730, and show an increase of 

© £745,191-—or 31-2 per cent.,as compared with the corresponding month 

of last year. The total for six months, July to December, 1919, was 

£17,010,462, a decrease of £4,003,252, or over 19 per cent. in com- 
parison with the corresponding period in 1918, 

The Oversea Exports, excluding gold, from New South Wales, during 
December, 1919, amounted to £4,276, 498, being an increase of £1,191,820, 
or 38°6 per cent., as compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the six months, July to December, 1919, there was an 
increase of £4,581,627/ or 21-6 per cent. compared with the figures for 
1918. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from State ports, the articles, 
exclusive of gold, imported at Sydney in December were valued at 
£4,900,450. The following is a summary of imports and transhipments 
during the month of December, 1919 :—

The net Loan expenditure on works and services was £453,733 greater 
than in December, 1918, and showed an increase of £1,506,401 during 
the six months, July to December, as compared with the figures of the 
previous year. Repayments of loans to the amount of £96,300 were 
made in December, 1919, and to the amount of £11,279,893 during the 
six months, July to December, 1919. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during December, 1919, was 7,410 oz. 


crude, equal to 7,288 oz. fine, valued at £30,936, and showed a decrease 
of 1,742 oz. fine, and £7,422 in value, compared with December, 1918. 
The value of the gold produced during the year 1919 was £279,666, 
and showed a decrease of 21,206 oz. fine, and £90,077 in value, in 
the figures for preyious year. 


Land Selections.—In December 339 applications were made for 282,061 


acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 90,791 acres, representing 136 
blocks, were gazetted for residential ‘settlement, which include areas 
set apart for returned soldiers. During the year 1919 the number of 
applications has been 2,344, and the area applied for 1,951,486 acres. 
The original area gazetted for residential settlement in the same: 
period is 1,613,599 acres, representing 2,058 blocks. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—¥From the information collected each month (see 


Table 59) as to the average retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, 
it appearg.that in December, 1919, the prices of meat were 66:7 per 
cent. higher than in July, 1914; other food and groceries were 62:3 
per cent. higher, and the prices for the two combined were 63°5 per 
cent. higher. Prices of meat were 0-4 per cent. lower than in N ovember, 
1919 ; other food and groceries were 0:1 per cent. lower, and the two 
combined were 0:2 per cent. lower. 


Compared-with the corresponding month (December) of 1918, meat 
was 0-2 per cent. dearer ; other food and groceries were 20:9 per cent, 
dearer, and the two combined were 14:6 per cent. dearer.

Meteorology.—During December the rainfall was above the average over 
one-half of the State, but in the north-west quarter and portion of the 
central west the falls were mostly below the average. As a result of 
monsoonal activity there were two splendid rainstorms during the 
month. Many thunderstorms occurred, several accompanied by rain 
and squalls. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—December, 1919.—The births 
registered numbered 1,610, equal to 24-37 per 1,000 of population per 
annum ; of the total, 823 were males and 787 females. The rate is 
low, being 4:4 per cent. below the average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 752, namely, 412 males and 340 females. 
The mortality rate of 11°38 per 1,000 of population per annum is 
10°3 per cent. above the average of the previous five years. The 
deaths were below the average in age-group 1-4, and above the average 
in age-groups under 1, 5 to 64, and 65 and over. 


The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 104°3 per 1,000 
births, and is 57:3 per cent. above the average for the month of 
December of the previous five years. 


Buildings—Metropolis—According to returns supplied by the several 
“ta Town Chorks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolitan 
area during December, 1919, numbered 685, as compared with 287 in 
December, 1918. 
The total for the year 1919 was 7,116, as compared with 4,954 
during the year 1918.
